A meeting of the Physical Soeijty 
in the. form of a .-.ocial tou was held 
III the library of the Physics Injilding 
>-osterday afternoon. After .ton. was 
.».-ervGd, the member.s adjoiirned to a 
lecture room In the building where Dr. 
' K. S. Bnily iectured on "The Ueccnt 
Work on The Atomic Nucleu.-?". 

Dr. .Heill-îy introduced the speaker 
and the siibjeoi nf the lecture. 

Kour rival theories of tin.- history of 
the atom were discussed by tho spcak- 
e. . Oily by ,1. J. Thompson and the 
other by Sir Harnest Rutherford. 
Thompson'is theory consisted of a 
sphere of iKislsiIve electricity with 
small eleclron.s in it. llulherford's atom 
is made up of a centre containing a 
positive char.arc. 

X-rays liave proven that both above 
atoms . are-, equal, in -%'aluo-. and have 
an equal number of cloctrons. 

When .Sir Krncst Rutherford began 
to aprply his knowledge of radioactiv- 
ity to the subject of the atomic theorj- 
he came to the conclusion that the 
atom was unable lo account for the 
scallerlmr about of the particles. It 
comes ill contact with the nuclcos 
which is small and scatters the parti- 
cles through large angles. The angle of 
scattering is always the suine. Perfect 
results are obtained liy ti1i9 Inverse 
siHUire ;aw.

Xew Voi-k, Jan. 9. — (By |.:.\change 
Service). — it lias recently been an- 
nounced that Xew York University is 
pluiining to erect a new- building to 
house its Seliool of Kducatlon. The 
building, which will cost about $3,500,- 
00(1, will be between fifteen and twenty 
stories high and will accommodate 
more than SOO suidents. it will bo paid 
tor out of the University's centennial 
fund. 

The proposed structure, stretching 
for an enliro * block, will contain a 
idinpl^te model high school, a gymna- 
sium, two swimming )iools. a cafe- 
teria, and an audltorinm. It has been 
so planned that every clu.ssroom will 
bo tin outside ixioni. Tho addition will 
oovcr approximately one-third of a 
block, and to make room tor it, three 
present University buildings must be 
lorn down. Tlie latter buildings in- 
clude the University's printing office. 
Its book store, and the Music Educa- 
tion building. It will also be necos- 
s.iry to raze the cI:issix>oms of the 
School of iiducatlon. These are all 
over six stories In helghth. 

'I'liR entire project has been intro- 
luiaîd by Dean Withers iind tho entire 
faculty has united In paying tribute 
to liini for tho work which ho has 
iindcrtaken. It Is said thai tie had for- 
niilated plans for tho hnllding and 
licsu will be forwarded to an archltoct 
as siimi as possible. 

Mean Withors' interest in the new 
liriiject was emphasized by his recent 
lefu.siil to accept tho Presidency of the 
Univorslty ot West Virginia. .So far 
ICI' definite ilate has been set for the 
.cginning iil the work.

.Many a professor on the campus 
seems to have the feeling that his 
courses ore the only ones in tho cur- 
riculum. Assignments are allotted so 
generously that even the hungriest af- 
ter knowledge has difficulty in devour- 
ing' the 'entire ptirtloii' within the two - 
hour average requirement. 

Has anyone ever stopped to calcu- 
late just where tho student would be If, 
llko Brand, he should be cnexorably 
conscientious and attempt to study the 
full prescribed quotaè To do Justice 
to all his classes and to fulfill this 
two hour prep.-u-atlon ruling, his sl.t- 
teen-hour course plus two hours pre- 
paration tor each hour would occupy 
forty-eight hours of his every week. 
This is, or course, eight hours a day 
tor six days, including Saturday after- 
noons, / 

In addition to this.' many freshmen, 
especially, are registered tor labora- 
tory periods in science or art, fresh- 
men lectures, and physical education, 
all of which makes a total of fifty- 
eight or sixty hours a week or approxi- 
mately a ton-hour day. Can a- profes- 
sor blame a student who Is occasion- 
ally unprepared, or seems not to effer- 
vesce over his particular codrso if 
It do-es not fit in with his likes or 
hobbies but is a requirement for gra- 
duation '." 

A professor, then should assign with 
these facta In mind. Ho should at- 
'tempt to bo reasonable and sol a cer- 
tain stride, neither so slow as the hare 
nor so fast as the tortoise, but a pace 
which the whole. class can reasonably 
achieve.— Daily lowun.

Perhaps the most outstanding fea- 
ture, from tho point of view of actual 
accomplishment, oC tho recent Educa- 
tional Parley at AVcsleyan was the 
discussion ottho case of Intorcolluglttlc 
Football. The whole problem was 
clearly and concisely stated by i X>eiin 
AVIlklns, Chalrmon of the Amerlcitn 
Association of Unlvor.Mlty ProfcsHOrs. 
Tho result wii.<i tho Conference, with 
one exception, stood unnniniously op 
poiicd to the sport in its prcsonl status 
and In favor of dtflnlto and drastic 
revl.slon. The one;cxcoption was Mr, 
W. B. Holtan, ,Chairinan of the Wca- 
leyan Alumni Council. 

In the first plnco let it be said that 
the question was treated from tho 
stand-point of the "mass" of college 
students. Krom tho stand-point of 
those who actually pIny the game and 
participate nn football aquads, the ad- 
vantaKos of the sport could not be 
denied, but the part of the player la 
a. far cry from that of the plaudit and 
the plaudits arc the mans. There Is 
only one player out of every ai»ly 
college students I In other words, out 
of every .sixty men in college fifty-nine 
get practically none of the ndTantaffCS 
and practically all of the evils con- 
nected with the sport in its present 
dimensions. With this fact us tho 
axis, the case may be stated: 

The advantages of intercollegiate 
football are: 

1. It is an absorbing recreation by 
means of which anxiety and slalenesn 
may be expelled and pop and fresh- 
ness Instilled. 

2. It is a means of strengthening the 
unison of the group, gi\ing it a. com- 
moit Interest and a common bond. 

3. It is a clean and Interesting topic 
of .thought and con versatio'n. 

.4.' It is a" means, by virtue of tho 
gate receipts it draws, of raaintaining 
other .sports, less' prof Itablei financially, 
with the college. 

The evils of the sport on its present 
scale are: 

1. It tends to distort in the ttudsfK'a 
mind the normal seals of values of 
college work and of life. The football 
captain as campus idol — high pay to 
profetsienat* — newspaper glamour — 
alumni insanity— enormous financial 
outlay— high pay to coachss etc. 

3. It causes general ovcr-excltcment 
— "Saturday hysteria"-neelcct of work 
-absence from classes-Inattention and 
loss of Interest In fundamental Inter- 
ests and concerne, which interferes 
with and often disrupts the normal 
pursuits of both. the collefic and the 
individual. 

3. Minor evils such as drlnklnK, dis- 
sipation, betting, dishonesty in ticket 
speculation, and financial support of 
players by alumni, all of which re- 
flect not only in the indtvldui\| and ijis 
moral character but upon the good 
nahic'uhd reputation of the college. 

With collt-ge football fast becoming 
the most popular of all American 
sports, and wltli its unique qualities 
for the development of leadership and 
strength of character in those who 
play as well as the other advantages 
mentioned above, however, to abolish 
tho whole 3porl in order to stamp-out 
tho evils correlative to It would be, 
tritely, to cut off your nose to spite 
your face.' The aim should be rather 
first to limit the orils in so far as pos- 
sible, without harming the sport as a 
whole, and second, to secure to the 
greatest number the advantages now 
so exclusively shared by the few. With 
this in view,, the following proposals 
for limitation are suggested: 

1. Exclude the public from .attend- 
ance at Kamee, or abolish gate re- 
ceipts, or' raise the price of tickets to 
the public to a prohibitive figure. 

2. Ha vo all coaching from within the 
active college, abolish thé control of 
the coaches during the gsme and put 
the responsibility of the whole affair 
on the choulders of the players, and 
increase intramural sports; or 

2. Limit the schedule to four games 
per season ; or 

4. Limit participation té one yaar 
for Mch man— a ens year eligibility 
rul«. Such a rule would have ths fol- 
lowing advantages, it would mean the 
acadtmic work of the player would bs 
interfered with during only one sea- 
son) it would secure to a much greater 
number of men the advantages new 
enjoyed 'by à comparativaly small 
group; it would causa a dacreass in 
individual publicity and glorification 
which tends to distort the proper val- 
ues; it would eliminate "alumni buy- 
ing" of players for the cellsgs; it 
would eliminate class-room préju- 
dices and the possibility of • player 
•ailing through collage without hav- 
ing to measura up to the conventional 
scholastic standard; it would bring 
a wider technical understanding and 
appreciation of the sport by psrmitr 
ting more to participate; and lastlyi 
it would not noticeably decrease popu- 
lar interest in and enjoyment in the 
sport, per ce, which means that com* 
petition among candidates for taams 
would be as strong a* ever, .that the 
financial support for other sports 
gained through th« gate receipts 
would continue, and that the publicity 



enjoyed by ootteges concerned and tho 
desire to have good teams would not 
be reduced. 

IntercoIIoplato football has been on 
trial for three years. It l.s now a 
major concern in almost every Ameri- 
can college, and It Is llmo somothing 
were done. The above slutcmcnt we 
trUMl will clarify (ho issue so that 
Dartmouth, of all colleges otto which 
should be mostly deeply concerned, 
may Judge It, The Dartmouth stands 
heartily In accord with reform of some 
kind, be it constructive or radical. We 
invito discussloi? and plead for .action.

One of the amendements which Svlll 
come up before the meeting of the 
rules committee at Hart House, Tor 
onto at the end of this month will bo 
that of the onslde pass which, It 1m 
hoped, will take the plare of tlio on 
side kick In the Canadian game of 
rugby. Below Is given a complcto ex- 
position of the play in all the various 
phases:

iniliksirial c.'iiicatioii . Dr. D. P. Dav'a 
talking .'ilong the same lines, !«ald that 
nlell'geni.'e tests Were a step In tho 
right direction but It was wrong lo 
place too much stress ttpon them. 

How can China reconcile the Chr'st- 
Ian religion of love nnd brotherhoo*! 
with tlie steel , RiinboatH patroU ng 
hur rivers'/ This que.itlon w.as asked 
by C J. Ho, speaking at a "I'ore'sn 
ml selon" Session. .Mr. Ho said that 
the fact that Chtistianlty is superior 
wiis proved iby Its trcmeiwlou.s tncretise 
n China. There are 3fi0,000 Christians 
in tJial itmnlry l(«Uiy. Tho religion of 
Conf\K.-ius teuxOict! many of the same 
dootrlnos taUK'ht hy Christ, howwvor 
and Chinese people aro ask'ng these 
quustluns; Doo.t Chiislianlly add any 
thing worth while to Conftic'anlsui? 
Can Chriatlanlt.v put Its own prin 
c'ples into practice'.' 

.Mr. Rakhll, a student of Toronto 
University and a. native of Calcutta, 
said that niDlions of Indians were wil- 
ling to accept Christianity along with 
th* other religions. It was the ex- 
ehisivenesM of Christ 'anity that prov- 
ed to bo a barrier. Ho outiinsd thu 
Indian beliefs, Including the theory of 
reincarnation, lln pointed out thut 
Ind'a, being Iho hottest and most 
llllturate cmmtry in the world; Khoulil 
have a very heavy criminal record 
On the contrary crime is extraordin- 
arily rare. (ThV ho attributed lo the 
helinf of the, natives that ^oo^\ actions 
In this life meant a higher plane of 
life after they were dead lo this world.
